385 LIVES PAY FOR 
CAPTAIN'S FOLLY, 


Italian Emigrant Ship, with 
800 Aboard, Driven on 
Rocks by Negligence; 
Boilers Burst. 


WIELD KNIVES IN PANIC. 


Men Fight Like Beasts for Life 
in Wreck on Spain’s Coast; 
Skipper Ends Life 
on Bridge. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

CARTAGENA, Spain, Aug. 5.—In the worst 
marine disaster that ever occurred in the 
Mediterranean at least 385 Italian and Span- 
ish emigrants perished through the wreck 
last night of the Italian steamer Sirio, be- 
tween Cape Palos and the Hormigas group 
of islands, on the south coast of Spain. 

The disaster occurred almost in sight of 
the harbor of Palos, whence Columbus sailed 
to discover the new world, to which nearly 
700 emigrants on the ship were bound The 
foolhardiness of the captain was respon- 
sible. He courten danger to save time. When 
he realized the extent of the disaster he ended 
his life at his post. 

The Sirio sailed from Genoa on Aug. 2 with 
nearly 570 Italian emigrants, and stopped at 
Barcelona a few hours before the disaster 
to take aboard nearly 100 Spaniards. Buenos 
Ayres was the destination of the emigrants. 

The archbishop of San Pablo, Brazil, who 
was &@ passenger on his way home, remained 
on board until all hope was abandoned, bless- 
ing the drowning and dying who had been 
trampled on deck until he sank with. the 
vessel. 


Captain Ends Life on Bridge. 

The suicide of the Sirlo’s captain, ten 
minutes after his ship struck and com- 
menced to go to pleces on the rocks, added 
another tinge of the dramatic to the tragedy. 

Standing on the bridge of the vessel as tHe 
seas pounded it to pieces, the captain coolly 
directed the launching of the boats. Then, 
when it became apparent that nearly half of 
those on board must perish, he made out a 
statement of his passenger and crew list for 
the ship’s officers, proclaimed himself re- 
sponsible for the disaster, and blew his 
brains out as he stood on the bridge. 

In his statement the captain declared the 
Sirlo had 645 passengers on board, and that 
its crew numbered 127 men. 


Ship Breaks as It Sinks. 

The Sirlo was wrecked just at dusk yester- 
day. At the time {t was feeting its’ Way 
through the difficult and treacherous pas- 
sage among the Hormigas group of islands, 
where the Bagos Hormigas reef is a con- 
tinual menace to navigation. 

The steamer was at full speed, when it ran 
bow on to the rocks. It slid off instantly and 
commenced to settle, a heavy sea meanwhile 
pounding it to pieces on the rocks. 

As the vessel settled it was shaken by the 
terrific crash of bursting bollers, which scat- 
tered death below decks. 

With the first crash of the vessel on the 
rocks the emigrants became panic stricken. 
The crew and officers kept cool until the cap- 
tain's suicide on the bridge, when discipline 
was thrown aside, and all joined in a frantic 
scramble for the boats. 


Fight with Knives for Life. 

The Italian emigrants, with knives in their 
hands‘ and without regard for the women or 
children, fought with the greatest brutality 
for the possession of life buoys and boats. 
Many were killed or wounded, including sev- 
eral members of the crew, who were .at- 
tacked by emigrants. 

When the officers saw the vessel was lost 
and that the emigrants had captured the 
boats they lost their heads, and there was 
nobody to direct the work of rescue. 

Eye witnesses give awful pictures of the 
brutal panic on board. For half an hour 
the emigrants were masters of the situation. 
They completely overcame the crew by sheer 
force of numbers, and this in spite of the ef- 
forts of the officers, who tried to save the 
women and children first. 

One survivor even states that a group of 
emigrants approached one of the ship’s boats 
which already was full and which was about 
to be launched and dislodged the people, 
killing several with their knives. Just as 
they were about to occupy the boat them- 
selves another body of armed emigrants 
came up and a fierce fight for the possession 
of the lifeboat followed. 


Women Are Thrown Aside. 

All sense of sex and kin was lost in the 
madness of the moment, and women were 
trampled upon and thrown aside. Women 
who saw their children and relatives swept 
away went insane, and added to the panic. 

Many of the survivors brought ashore were 
seriously wounded, and a number had sus- 
tained fractured limbs. Some of the injured 
subsequently died. 

Fishermen brought in the first news of 
the foundering of the Sirio,.and it created 
consternation here. Boatloads of the ship- 
wrecked passengers and crew began to reach 
shore shortly after the news became known. 


Captain Blamed for Disaster. 

From the broken narratives of the terror 
stricken survivors it would appear that 
it was the intention of the captain of the Sirto 
after leaving Barcelona to call at Cadiz be- 
fore proceeding to Brazil. The captain 
order to shorten the route and gain time 
purposed to pase as close as possible to the 
dangerous rocky ledges surrounding the 
Hormigas islands. 

Without warning, the survivors say, the 
Sirio crashed upon the rocks with terrible 
force. A few minutes later the vessel san 
beneath the waves. The passengers were in 
a state of horror and panic. Crowds rushed 
forward, pushing each other and fighting for 
places in the bow of the boat. Many fell 
and were trampled to death. Dozens of men 
and women threw themselves into the sea. 

Fortunately the coast in the neighborhood 
of the wreck is well populated with fisher- 
men, and before darkness scores of boats 
bad made their way to the reef and were

H. E. Elliott Loses Life When He 
Tries to Board City of Chicago. 


TWO SINK IN THE CALUMET. 


Twelve Other Sunday Victims of Holi- 
day Outings on Water. 


Fifteen persons were drowned yesterday at 
various places throughout the country—a 
heavy Sunday’s toll taken by the summer out- 
ing season. 

In and about Chicago there were three— 

two of them in the Calumet river, near One 
Hundred and Thirtieth street and one in the 
harbor at 8&t. Joe. 
» The latter, according to reports early this 
morning, was attended by shocking uncon- 
cern om the part of the officers of the Graham 
& Morton boat, City of Chicago.

Many See Elliott Drown. 

The drownin§ of Elliott stirred the deepest 
sympathies of passengers on the City of 
Chicago, who witnessed his last struggles. 
Several women fainted at the sight. Ellictt 
had gone to St. Joe with his friend, A. B. 
Adams, chief electrician of the Elgin Na- 
tional Watch company, for a day's outing. 
‘They went over on Saturday night. 

The schedule time of the departure of the 
City of Chicago last night was 6 o'clock. 
According to Adams the boat’s engines 
Started at 5:50 with the gang plank still out. 
Elliott rushed to get on, in the midet of a 
crushing crowd. The gang plank was eight- 
een inches from the dock then, and Elliott 
plunged through the gap into the water, 
which then was being churned by. the big side 
wheels. 


Boat Officers Ignore Appeal. 

One other person leaped across the gap to 
safety and then Adams followed, not able 
to stay the pressing crowd, but aware that 
hie friend had fallen. Adams, once on board, 
urged the officers to stop, but received no 
answer, he says, save that the lifesavers 
would look after the man in the water. 

Eliott, ignorant of swimming, but matey 
able keep afloat, managed to seine the 
end of the boat’s dangling rope. He heid on 
while it dragged him twenty-five or fifty 
feet. It is said that no effort was made to 
pull him on board. Many persons saw him 
in the water. Finally he was wearied and 
lost his hold. Then he disappeared. 

The boat did not stop until it reached Chi- 
cago, when, by telephoning, Adams learned 
that his friend Elliott's body had been re- 
covered. Adams says the boat was greatly 
overloaded om both trips. 


Canoe Tips; Two Drown. 

Balloway and Miss Michaelis were drowned 
in the afternoon In the Calumet river while 
riding in a canoe. They had been accom- 
panied by Peter Campbell and Margaret 
Michaelis. 

Two boats were engaged by the four, Bal- 
loway and Minnie Michaelis taking one. 
They rowed up and down the stream until 
nearly dark and were ready to end their day’s 
outing when Campbell tossed a bali toward 
the other boat. Minnie Michaelis leaned to 
catch it. 

This was too much for the narrow canoe. 
Its side went under the surface of the water, 
which rushed in and swamped the craft. The 
two passengers were plunged into the river 
and Miss Michaelis threw her arms around 
Balloway. He tried to release her grasp, but 
sank before he could do so. 


Chicago Boy Drowned Off Yacht. 

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 5.—[(Spectal ]}—Word 
was received tonight by Dr. D. C. Jennings 
that Lawrence True, a Chicago student at 
the University of Michigan, was drowned 
this afternoon off the yacht St. Claire, bound 
from Bay City to Tawas beach. True was 
forward when a squall struck the yacht. He 
was washed overboard. 


Chicago Printer Drowns in Fox River. 

Digin, Ill., Aug. 5.—[Special.}—While swim- 
ming a race in Fox river, near Cary’s sta- 
tion, fifteen miles north of Elgin, Arthur 
Larson of 704 West Lake street, Chicago, a 
printer, 22 years old, was drowned. His 
younger brother, Daniel, was in the water 
at the time, and his older brother, Louis, 
stood on the bank and watched the race. 

Larson had taken only three strokes when 
he was stricken with cramps and went under. 
The younger brother strangled. 

The other brother jumped into the river 
with his clothes on, and reached the printer 
as he was going down the third time. En- 
cumbered with wet clothes, he was unable to 
effect a rescue.

BADENOCH ROUTS 6 THIEVES 


Alderman and Prof. Brayton Res- 
cue Detective from Pickpocket. 


FIGHT AT DOOROF CITY HALL. 


Gang Repulsed by Fists and Cane; One 
Is Arrested. 


Six pickpockets fighting desperately to save 
one of their number from arrest were beaten 
off in an attack on Detective John Garrigan 
at the city hall entrance last night by ..ld. 
Joseph Badenoch and: Prof. J. H. Brayton, 
principal of the Raymond school. 

In the struggie Detective Garrigan wes 
kicked and beaten severely. He managed 
to retain John O'Donnell, one of the gang, 
after his brother, Joseph O’Dennell, who wad 
been captured in an elevated train, had es- 
caped. The men had been “ shadowed ” by 
three of Rohan’s detail after officials of the 
Union loop had complained that passengers 
at the Clark street station were being robbed. 

The fight, under the frowning eaves of the 
city hall ruin, was spectacular. Ald. Bad- 
enoch is about half way between six and 
seven feet tall and still an athiete. 


Three Detectives Start Out. 


When the complaints from the Union boop 
were received at the city hall Detectives 
Garrigan, Kane, and Ryan started in re- 
sponse, scattering. 

Garrigan saw six men board an Oak Park 
“T,’ train. He recognized five of them as 
John O'Donnell, Joseph O'Donnell, John 
O’Keefe, William O’Keefe, and “Butch” 


Smith, all possessed of criminal records. 
When he entered one of the cars the pick- 


pockets saw him and knocked down passen- 
gers in their efforts to escape. Joseph O'Don- 
nell was arrested as he was climbing out ofe 
window. He was heid on the train untibit 
backed to the Randolph street station, where 
Garrigan left the train to take him to central 
station. As they entered the city hall one 
of O’Donnell’s companions who had escaped 
from the car whistled to him. 

O’ Donnell then attacked the policeman and 
both fell to the floor. The other five, who 
had followed the officer, them ran up and 
attacked Garrigan. Two of them seized him 
by the throat, while the others kicked him, 


Badenoch Takes a Hand in It. 

In company with the school principal, Ald. 
Badenoch had been at the office of the elec- 
tion commissioners in the city hall to see how 
his candidacy for the county clerkship was 
faring. The two ‘were leaving when they 
heard the detectives shouts for help at the

Women May Be Young Up to 85, 
After That Middle Age. 


OWN SEX SOLVE PROBLEM. 


Managers of Philadelphia Y. W. C. A. 
Say They Can’t Be Young at 36. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 5.—[Special.}—This 
ought to be marked personal and confiden- 
tial; it concerns the age of a woman, of every 
woman, than which nothing has ever been 
more jealously guarded from publicity. But 
it can’t be, so here it is. 

A woman ceases to be a girl on her thirty- 
fifth birthday. From that day, married, 
single, or hopeful, she is middle aged. 

And it has remained for the women them- 
selves to set definitely the boundary mark 


between girlhood and middle age. 


Edict Costs “Girls’’ a Home. 

The “‘board of lady managers” of the 
Young Women's Christian association has 
done said it, written it out in black and white, 
and posted it on the notice board of the cozy 
home of the association at Highteenth and 
Arch streets. 

The immediate effect of the discovery is 
to render homeless by Sept. 1 next about 
two score young women who are middie 
aged and getting worse. Consequently 
there is a Sveaborg of a time in the associa- 
tlon home just at present. Every young 
woman is suspicious that the other young 
woman suspects her of being middle aged. 

But the eviction phase of the discovery is 
the least important. It is its general effect 
that paralyzes. In a few days it will be 
up to Dr. Osler and the “board of lady 
managers’ to organize a mutual sympathy 
association. 

Can’t Be Young After 35. 

This, in its cold bitterness, is the edict of 
the board of lady managers: 

When a young woman is 35 she is distinctly 
middle aged. The Young Women’s Christian 
association is for young woman. Middie aged 
women ere crowding them out. Therefore 
om the first day of September every young 
women must state and prove her age to the 
stewardess. If she is 85 or over she must go. 

Some of the members simply can’t speak 
about it. Today Miss Mattie Rudge, who 
confesses to thirty-elx summers, said: 

“Why, same of the women on the board 
never. will see 45. They havetheir homes and 
are not barre@ from them merely because 
they are getting older every year. This may 
be a Christian association, but there is not 
much Christiam spirit In this action.” 


Woman Young as She Feels? 

And Miss Fannie Fithian, who wouldn't 
confess. her age, but admitted she'd have to 
go in September, sounded this slogan: 

“Tt is the first time in history that one set 
of women have undertaken to mark the boun- 
dary une between girlhood and middle age 
in woman. If a man is 4s young as he feels, 
why not @ woman, too. Many of us who will 
leave in September get more enjoyment 
out of life than the young women in the 
teens.” ; 

Mrs. Percival B. Orrey, one of the board of 
managers, declaréd the objections of the dis- 
gruntled ones were unfair. 

“Most of them have been here for years 
and have made no effort to establish homes 
elsewhere. The object of the association is 
to give as many girls as poselble a start. If

Lorimer Candidate for Judgeship Leads 
Lewis Rinaker with a Plu-

The completion of the canvases .of the vote 
on the republican county ticket brought some 
surprises to the Deneen leaders. 

The principal surprise was the plurality 
of the total popular vote which was discov- 
ered to the credit of Charles Alling, the Lori- 
mer candidate for county judge, in opposi- 
tion to Lewis Rinaker, the Deneen follower.

Apparently the workers in 
the Sixth failed to do as much for Rinaker 
as they managed to achieve for Thompson 
against Randall. Similarly in the Seventh 
the Deneen supporters let Alling run ahead

The friends of Mr. Rush are proud of the 
12,762 votes to his credit in the county for 
the judicial nomination. This result was 
achieved by a candidate who lacked any 
organization except the efforts of his person- 
al friends. 

Haas Fails to Gain. ‘ 

The complete returns failed to lengthen 
the lead of Josepb Haas over Ald, Badenoch 
for the county clerkship nomination. His 
total popular vote was 32,661 to Badenoch’s 
$1,925, a plurality of 736. 

Herman B. Meyers, Lorimer’s food “ex- 
pert,’’ was found: buried more @reply than at 
first appeared when the returns on the Pro- 
bate court clerk contest were complete. Guy 
Guernsey's plurality was increased to 12,308. 

The final figures likewise increased the 
plurality of John R. Thompson over Randall 
for the county treasurership nomination to 
12,881 and Nightingale’s lead over Adams for 
county superintendent of schools was length- 
ened to a plurality of 13,295 votes. 


HARRISON AND KUNZ A “TIE.” 


Former Gains Three Delegates by Cor- 
rected Returns and His Convention 
Strength Now Equals His Rival’s.

Crimean Fortress Cut Off While 
Momentous Events Are 
Transpiring. 


RAIN SAVES THE CAPITAL. 


Downpour Prevents Perilous Dem- | 


onstrations—Suecess of Big 
Strike Doubted. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 6.2 3% m— 

While the fate of the general strike hangs 
fn the balance public interest suddenly has 
become focused on Sevastopol, the latest 
center of revolutionary turmoll. 
_ Telegraphic communication between Odes- 
ga and Sevastopol has been interrupted for 
the last forty-eight hours. Gov. Gen. Kaul 
bare who went to the fortress on Friday, 
has not yet returned to Odessa, 

Flashlight signals were exchanged at mid- 
night last night between the roof of the 
Odessa commandant's residence and a tor- 
redo boat destroyer a few miles at sea. 
Thereupon the destroyer started at full 
speed toward the Crimea. 


Crimea Fortress in Revolt. 

In Odessa there Is the gravest apprehension 
of impeding events. A large force of Cos- 
sacks was thrown into the city late last night 
and stationed around the residences of the 
governor, the prefects and the commandants 
and at public butidings. 

Persistent reports that the garrison is in re- 
volt are in circulation. The French consul at 
Odessa has been instructed by his govern- 
ment, in case of necessity, to give refuge to 
ali fugitives, irrespective of nationality. 


Success of Strike in Doubt. 


The general strike, although it hae af- 
fected close to 70,000 men in St. Petersburg, 
‘has met with only slight response in other 
-poctions of Russia. The lack of union among 
the leaders of the proletariat organizations 
ig playing against the success of the move- 
ment. 

The railroad men, upon whom the success 
of the entire movement depends, still are 
working full time. The leaders of the rail- 
road organizations are hesitating abeut issu- 
ing a call for a tleup.

He attended the Sunday school in 
the morning, of which for many years he 
was the active superintendent, and over 
which he Is still the honorary head, and the 
regular service which followed. 

Mr. Rockefeller 
shortly before 9:30. He came in an automo- 
bile and was accompanied by W. C. Rudd, 
his brother-inJaw. Mr. Rockefeller looked 
the picture of health, with a deep tan on his 
face, and the light, agile manner in which 
he alighted from his automobile bespoke the 
vigor and energy of a man of much fewer 
years. 

Glad to Be Back. 

In his speech to the Sunday school Mr. 
Rockefeller said: 

‘* Indeed, I am glad to be back among you. 
Why. should I not be glad to be back in this 
Bunday school—this blessed place? No per- 
son knows what great pleasure it gives me 
to again see the teachers with whom I have 
worked for many years. And how much 
pleasure it gives me to see 80 many scholars 
here, especially on such ahotday. Itshows 
how they love this dear Sunday school. 

* Every day of my life Isee more and more 
what a blessing it is to have a home ina 
church and to participate in the work of the 
church. Here the teaching is to be kind and 
helpful to others. That is Christian teach- 
ing, and we must all, high and low, partici- 
pate in that work to follow our master Jesus 
Christ. In doing so we come hearer to him.” 


Greeted on All Sides.

ECHO OF POSTAL FnAUD. 


MAJ. RATHBONE ASSAILS PROCED- 
URE IN CUBAN CASES. 


History of Conviction of Americans 
at Havana Charges Arbitrary and 
Unusual Methods in Order to Secure 
Punishment—Puts Blame on Gen. 
Weood, Who Was Military Governor 
of Iisland—Matter Likely to Be Re- 
opened for Congressional Action. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—A 
senate document containing a history of the 
case of Maj. Estes G. Rathbone, convicted 
of postal frauds in Cuba, has been issued 
at the government printing office. 

The document consists of official corre- 
spondence and records of the Cuban postal 
frauds, the controversy between Rathbone 
and Gen. Wood, and a story of the fight 
which Senator Hanna made against Wood. 


Arbitrary Methods Alleged. 

Rathbone sets forth his claim for investi- 
gation on the ground that he was an officer 
of the postoffice department in Cuba and was 
tried in a foreign country by a tribunal 
acting under the military governor of Cuba, 
He continues: 

“I was subjected totrial by arbitrary and 
unusual methods contrary alike to the crigi- 
nal laws of Cuba and the fundamental prin- 
ciples of justice. 

“The proceeding which led to my convie- 
tion was not a judicial proceeding, but a 
special proceeding directed and controlled 
by the military governor who !ssued the or- 
ders, instructions and communications to 
courts.” 

Blames Gen. Wood. 

Rathbone charges that Wood directed the 
amount and character of his ball and aHeges 
hearsay and ex parte evidence were admitted 
against him; that witnesses were not in his 
behalf; that the courts were part of the mili- 
tary government; that Wood held certain 
items in his expenditures to be improper, 
while he held other items of military and 
other officials, ihcluding his own (Wood's) 
of similar character, to be proper and valid. 

Rathbone has been spending much time in 
Washington seeking vindication and his 
friends intend to press his case at the next 
session of congress.

Rescuers Lose Their Lives. 

Had it not been for the aid rendered by the 
fishermen. the loss of life would have been 
much greater. 

The work of rescue done by the Spanish 
fishermen was attended with the greatest 
difficulty and peril in the heavy sea, and the 
disaster was made more harrowing by the 
loss of one of the fishing boats with its entire 
crew. 

Trawlers Do Heroic Work. 

A fleet of trawléfs providentially happened 
to be only about 100 yards away when the 
Sirlo struck. Notwithstanding the great 
danger, the skippers of these boats came at 
once to the rescue. The survivors of the 
Sirio unite in praisingthe conduct of the 
captains of the trawlers Joven Miguel and 
Vicenta Liicano. 

The former steamed close to the side of 
the sinking ship and took off more than 200 
persons. The crew of the trawler endeav- 
ored to sheer off, fearing that their boat 
would be sunk, whereupon the captain drew 
his revolver, leveled it at his men, and 
shouted: 

“As long as it is possible to take off an- 
other passenger we will not move.’’ 

The deck of the Joven Miguel became so 


of the Sirio that the skipper was obliged, in 
order to prevent his boat from capsizing, 
to force them down into the hold at the point 
of his revolver. 


Many Drowned on Cabins. 

The Vicenta Liicano saved more than 100. 
A roll call taken on shore shows that 885 
persons from the Sirio are missing, but it 
is believed that a few were taken on board 
French and German steamers, which con- 
tinued their voyage after the Sirio sank. 

It is said that a large number of the first 
and second cabin passengers were drowned, 
their cabins being the first to go under water. 

Many heartrending incidents are related 
by the rescuers. A group of six children 
clambered into the shrouds of the SBirio 
while their mothers were taken off by one 
of the trawlers. The Sirio sank before the 
children could be rescued. The mothers, 
frantic with despair, watched their children 
as they were engulfed. 

The children uttered piercing shrieks as 
they were drawn under the waves. It was 
with difficulty that the. women were re- 
strained from jumping into the sea. 

A monk among the passengers was 
drowned while kneeling on deck, praying 
for the dying. 


Austrian in Brave Deed. 

The Austrian consul at Rio de Janeiro 
jumped into the sea wearing a life belt. He 
then noticed a woman and child near him on 
the point of going down. He gave up his 
belt to them and tried to swim ashore. He 
was almost exhausted when rescued by a 
fishing vessel. 

The body of a ehild Brought ashore had 
around its neck a picture of the Madonna, 
and a young Italian who was drowned had 
clasped in ‘his hand a picture of his flancée. 
Among the drowned is the prior of the Bene- 
dictine order, with headquarters in London. 
All the stokers went down with the ship. 
They were unable to reach the deck in time 
to save themselves, 

Among the survivors at Cape Palos are 
many mothers, who weep and wring their 
hands for lost children, while there are also 
a number of children who are unable to 
find their parents. These have been ad- 
mitted to the city foundiing asylum. 
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Coast Strewn with Corpses. 

A large number of the surviving emigrants 
have declared they will go no farther. They 
desire to return home and insist on traveling 
by land. 

The coast presents a terrible picture, strewn 
with bodies and fragments of the wreck. 
Broken fishing boats and bodies and wreck- 
age are being constantly thrown up on the 
shore. 

Survivors in Piteous Plight. 

The survivors now are in camp on the 
main square of the town at Cape Palos. 
Harrowing scenes are enacted as the stricken 
families anxiously seek relatives among the 
rescued. One mother, who lost her three 
children, went insane. The doctor of the 
Sirio gave up his wife and child ae lost, 
» but they were brought in finally by one of 
the rescuing boats. 

The condition of the survivors is piti- 
able. They have host everything, and are 
without money, food, orclothing. Thé mari- 
time authorities of Cartagena have dis- 
patched a tug to the scene carrying relief 
supplies. The buildings of a circus and 
the poorhouse are being used as temporary 
quarters for the survivors. 

The government has issued instructions 
that every possible measure for the relief of 
the stricken people shall be taken. 

A steamer engaged in rescue work reached 
port late tonight. On board are the bodies 
of several infants. 

It is reported that the celebrated Spanish 
singer, Lola Milanes, is among the drowned. 


French Steamer Saves Fifty-four. 

ALICANTE, Spain, Aug. 5.—The captain 
of the French steamer Marie Louis, which 
has arrived here from Cartagena, relates 
having. witnessed the foundering of the Sirlo 
from a point close to that vessel. Hesays he 
was remarking to his mate upon the dan- 
gerous course the Sirlo was taking, when 
the Italian steamer, going ahead at full 
speed, suddenly stopped and its bow was 
seen to lift. 

The Marie Louise changed its course and 
went toward the Sirlo. At this moment there 
was heard a loud explosion, as the boilers 
of the Sitrio burst. Shortly after this dead 
bodies began to float by the French steamer, 
and those on board could hear the shrieks of 
the drowning people. 

The Marie Loulse launched a boat and 
picked up twenty-five persons, who were 
gent to Hormigas island. In the meanwhile 
the steamers itself rescued twenty-nine per- 
sons more and brought them here.

NEGROES ASSERT THEIR RIGHT 
TO SHARE IN PUBLIC FAVORS. 


Washington Congress Issues Address to 
Public Insisting Black Man Should 
Be Entitled to Fruits of Taxation. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—The last act of 
the negro congress, which has beer in session 
in this city, was to issue a lengthy address 
tonight to the American public in which the 
hope is expressed “‘that an aroused public 
conscience may be directed to America’s 
most troublesome and complex problem—a 
harmonious adjustment of the races.” 

The address characterizes as a ‘‘ mischiv- 
ous fallacy the dogma that the white race 
voluntarily imposes taxes upon itself for the 
education of the negro.’’ It declares that the. 
laborer more than any other class bears the 
weight of the public burden, and is justly en- 
titled to share in all public benefits, and that 
the apportionment of such ‘benefits according 
to taxpaying abilities is never advanced ex- 
cept where the race issue is involved. 

** Directly or indirectly,” it is declared, 
“the negro contributes his full share towards 
bearing the public burden in every southern 
city, and therefore is entitled to the educa- 
tion of his children on equal terms with the 
rest as his just and equitable prerogative, 
and not asa civic gratuity. 

** We deprecate the controversy now happily 
waning between the advocates of higher and 
of industrial education. The negro requires 
every kind and degree of education to meet 
the wide circle of his needs. The question 
of industrial, higher,, or professional train- 
ing is mereiy one of ratio and. proportion, 
and must be.left to individual aptitude, incli- 
nation, and opportunity.” 

Declaring that crime has no color and the 

criminal no race, the address states that to 
impute to a race the evil deeds of individuals 
tends to promote rather than diminish crime. 
It says all friends of law and order without 
regard to race should be arrayed against vice 
and crime. 
A protest isthen made against any regula- 
tions subversive of the prineiple that equity 
before or behind the law lies at the basis of 
our institutions. 

All negroes are called upon to maintain “a | 
manly, Christian courage,” and to preserve 
an optimistic spirit. ~

They had come 
from Schumacher’s saloon, 4658 Ashland ave- 
nue. Toosley accosted O’Brien and told him 
to get off the street. Toosley, it ie claimed, 
struck him on the jaw, declaring he could 
whip any man who supported McDermott. 

The Callahan brothers endeavored to paci- 
fy Toosley, but he retorted by calling them 
names. 

“T won't take any of your insults,” young 
Callahan anewered, “even if you are Tom

ON GRILL TODAY. 

Special Federal Grand Jury 

Will Investigate Charges 
of Violating Laws. 


MUCH EVIDENCE AT HAND. 


Railroads Accused of Granting 
Seeret Rebates Are Also 
Under Fire. 


The government campaign against the 
Standard Of] company begins before the spe- 
cial federal grand jury today. All the rami- 
fications of the system whereby the trust, it 
is charged, has for years enjoyed secret re- 
bates from the various railroads will be in- : 
vestigated. 
Another grand jury is to meet next Mondmy 
and rebate matters in connection with the 
Standard Oi!l’s monopoly will be submitted 
to it also. The grand jury which meete this 
morning is summoned from the old jurisdic- 
tlon of the northern district of Illinois and 
will have cognizance of acts which the gov- 
ermment charges were committed prior to 
March, 1905. The second jury will deal with 
the matters which occurred subsequent to. 
that period. The two grand juries are made 
necessary by the changes in the federal court 
districts. 

Care in Selecting Jurors. 
For ten days the government. attorneys 
have been busy preparing their case and since 
the special grand jury was summoned every 
precaution has been taken to see that the 
members were not approached 
With but three exceptions the men sum- 
moned for this jury service come from small 
towns in the northern district of Hinois and 
secret service men have been. busy learning 
their affiliations, not only with the Standard 
Oil. but with the various railroads which are 
implicated. The Standard Oil attorneys 
have been no less busy, but they are ata dis- 
advantage in not knowing just where the 
government will strike. 


Violations of Laws Charged. 


The matters to be investigated include vio- 
latione of the Sherman anti-trust law and 
the Elkins amendement to the interstate 
commerce act. The prosecution is based on 
the Garfield report, submitted May 2, 1906, 
and the first active step was in the hearing 
at Cleveland, O., three weeks ago. After 
several days spent in that hearing it was 
found that the offense complained of was 
committed in Chicago, ana consequently not 
within the Ohio jurisdiction. District Attor- 
ney J. J. Sullivan of Cleveland ig here to 
assist in the prosecution. 

The Cleveland case grew out of a storage 
charge exceeding $20,000 which the Lake 
Shore railroad has failed to collect from the 
trust for oil stored in the Bighteenth street 
warehouse. The government charges that 
the railroad never intended to collect this 
storage fee and that it was a device to give 
a rebate. Capt. G. J. Grammer, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the New York 
Central lines west of Buffalo, denies this and 
says the bill for this storage was made out 
and sent to the auditor of the company at 
Cleveland. 


Competition Shut Out. 


Much time will be spent and many wit- 
nesses examined with reference to the secret 
deal known as the “Grand Junction combina- 
tion ’’ and the discriminatory rate to East St. 
Louis. By means of these two agr@tments 
between the railroads and the Standard Oil, 
the government asserts, the oil company was 


the south and southwest. 


Whiting, Ind., to Grand Junction, forty miles 
east of Memphis, Tenn., for so low a rate that 
other oil companies could not compete in the 
south. A similar agreement was made for 
East St. Louis and by it the Waters-Pierce 
company, an arm of the Standard, dominated 
oll matters from the Mississippi river to the 
Pacific coast. Col. P. D. Dyer, district attor- 
ney at St. Louis, is to assist Prosecutor Mor- 
rison in the latter instance. 


Switching Charges Absorbed. 

Another device for granting rebates to the 
Ftandard which the government claims to 
bave unearthed ‘is the absorption of the 
switching charge. Whiting, Ind., where the 
principal refinery of the Standard Is located, 
is within the Chicago switching district, and 
for each car handled through the Chicago 
yards the car service association charges §5. 
The government declares that when ship- 
ments were made for the Standard from 
Whiting through this switching district the 
road handling the consignment gave the oil 
company not only the lowest rate, but in ad- 
dition assumed this charge of $5 a car, and 
that this is in effect a rebate. 

Among the witnesses summoned are offi- 
cials of nearly all the railroads radiating out 
of Chicago. The Chicago and Hastern Mli- 
nols is suspected of having made the agree- 
ment for the ‘Grand Junction. combina- 
tion.’’ The Illinois Central officials have re- 
peatedly denied their road was interested 
in’ this, but subpcenas will be issued for 
them just the same. 

One witness from whom the government 
expects much is Henry C. Barlow, executive 
director of the Chicago. Commercial assocta- 
tion, who for several years prior to 1901 was 
in the employ of the Standard Oil company 
and an official on roads controlled by it.

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MILK RULES 


LABOR BODY GOES 
INTO A CAMPAIGN. 


Federation Names Committee 
to Act Along Lines Sug- 
gested by Gompers. 


UNION CLASH IS POSSIBLE. 


Three Organizations Now Claim 
the Leadership in Poli- 
tics. 


Labor took an active step yesterday to 
fnaugurate a political campaign in Chicago 
along the lines suggested recently by -Presi- 
dent Sampel Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in the Interest of candidates 
who are “ friends of labor.” 

The first evidence that the local unions 
gre going to make an effort to carry out the 
Gompers program was contained in the ap- 
pointment of a “campaign ” committee of 
twenty-five. It was suggested that Presi- 
dent John J. Fitzpatrick of the central labor 
body be made chairman of the committee, 
and this probably will be followed. 

Before the political committee can make 
much progress it was said that it will be 
necessary to bring some order out of the 
chaotic condition into which labor’s friends 
have allowed it to sink politically in Chi- 


cago. 
Three Bodies Claim Leadership. 

‘There are at least three organizations 
now laying claim to being the cfficial union 
political body,”" said Secretary Nockels of 
the federation, “and consequently we hardly 
know where to begin to unravel the tangle.” 

The three to which Nockels allude dinclude 
besides the committee newly delegated, the 
Protective Alliance, fathered by T. P. Quinn, 
and the Workingmen’s Protective league, 
launched by Frank Buchanan, and of which 
John 8S. Vail of the paperhangers’ union now 
is,president. Whether these will consent to 
be eliminated in the interest of a united labor 
political campaign is uncertain. The Pro- 
tective Alliance already has nominated prec- 
tically a full ticket for federal}[ state and 
county offices. 

“It may be that the Federation committee 
will give its indorsement to the alliance can- 
didutes,”’ said Nockels, “although there is 
considerable opposition to this plan on the 
ground that an independent political move- 
ment on the part of labor cannot be success- 
ful.”’ 

Fights Abuse of Confidence. 

Anton Johansen of the Woodworkers’ 
union, who conceived the idea of having an 
“ official ’’ campaign committee to look after 
labor’s interests in the approaching election, 
said his object was to prevent the abuse of 
confidence by various political factions. 

“Every nondescript candidate probably 
will be claiming to have the labor indorse- 
ment unless we have a committee to protect 
our movement,’ he said, “‘ and there will be 
100 men shouting that they are the bona fide 
and original Gompers labor candidate.”’ 

It was said one of the fights the labor com- 
mittee will shoulder at once is the contest 
which Frank Buchanan of the tronworkers 
is going to make for congress in the Seventh 
district against Philip Knopf. Buchanan 
will have eighty-four delegates, enpugh to 
nominate him, in the democratic congression- 
al convention of that district. 


Order Against Bakers Ratified. 


Although bitterly opposed to the “ labor 
injunction,” the federation went out of its 
way to ratify a court order issued in favor 
of the Heusner Baking company against 
Bekers’ union No. 2. This was because the 
injunction in this case was construed as a 
self-imposed “ boycott’ inaugurated by the 
firm. The order forbids labor men from fre- 
qguenting the places where bread made by 
the company is sold, and, accordingly, the 
federation passed a resolution recommending 
“that all union men refrain from crossing 
the thresholds of groceries, bakeries, or other 
stores where such bread is for sale.’’ 

The bookbinders asked to have the federa- 
tion use its influence to force printing firms 
to piace the union label on all Christmas 
books manufactured in Chicago. President 
Gulliber of the union said it might be neces- 
Bary to “ boycott ”’ all Christmas presents of 
this sort which were “ unfair.” 

It was announced officially that no Labor 
Gay parade will be held under the auspices 
of the federation this year. Sentiment shows 
fifty-three unions out of sixty-nine opposed 
to the celebration. 

The Columbus and Aihambra theaters 
probably will be placed on the “ unfair ” 
list at the next meeting at the request of 
the Federation of Musicians, which asserts 
monunion players are being employed there. 


Arbitrators Raise Wages on “L.” 

By an arbitration award returned during 
the day employés of the Chicago and Oak 
Park elevated road will receive an increase 
in wages corresponding to the scales recently 
put into effect on the Northwestern and Met- 
ropolitan elevated systems.

‘DR.’ SVOBODA’S AID CONFESSES 
COMPLICITY IN $3,000 THEFT. 


Harold Sawyer Admits Robbery to Po- 
lice and Tells of Dividing the Spoils 
in Another City. 


Harold Sawyer yesterday confessed to the 
police that he was an accomplice of ** Dr.”’ 
Jacob Svoboda, who was taken to Philadel- 
phia on Saturday to stand trial for the theft 
of $10,000 in jewelry from the residence of 
Mrs. Edward Lowber Welsh, in another rob- 
bery in the Quaker City. The confession 
was made in less than fifteen hours after 
Svoboda had been taken east. 

Sawyer admitted that he had assisted ‘‘Dr.”’ 
Svol@da in robbing the home of George 
Cochran in Philadelphia on Oct. 25, 1905, 
while employed as an assistant butler. Jew- 
eiry valued at $3,000 was stolen. 

The confession was obtained by Lieut. Ro- 
han and Detective Thompson after they had 
“sweated"’ him fof more than three hours. 

Taking a telegram from a book, Rohan 
memioned the name of “Murray,” which 
Sawyer had assumed when he obtained em- 
ployment in the Cochran home. 

“That's enough,” said Sawyer, who had 
told conflicting stories regarding his rela- 
tions with Svoboda. ‘You have got the goods 
on me and 1 will tell you everything. While 
employed as assistant butler in the Gochrap 
home, which position I got through a recom- 
mendation written by Svoboda, I let him in 
through a window and he took the jewelry 
and fled to Wilmington, Del., where I met 
him the next day. I have committed no 
other robberies and will go back to Philadel- 
phia to stand trial." 

Recently the police learned ‘‘ Dr.’’ Svoboda 
forged the name of John D. Rockefeller to 
the recommendation which he presented to 
the Welsh family and secured his position as 
butler there. 


SHE LEAVES CHILD TO FIRE. 


Scared Mother Escapes from Blazing 
Car—Doctor Rescued Aban- 
doned Infant. 


New York, Aug. 5.—The forward end ofa 
car hauling one of the Long Island rail- 
road's eiectric express trains caught fire at 
Atlantic avenue and Lincoln place, Wood- 
haven, Long Island, and caused intense ex- 
citement among the passengers.

He proposes 
to correct their morals without logs of time. 
The town will be divided into districts, each 
in charge of a deacon, who will be responsible 
for the moral welfare of the young people in 
his @istrict. Persistent backsliders will be 
banished. 

The aim will be to give each deacon, not 
more than twenty boys and girls. Anything 
over that number, it is apprehended, would 
give the church official too much to do. 

It appears that since the factional differ- 
ences began in Zion City several months 
ago, culminating with the overthrow and dis- 
credit of John Alexander Dowie, the young 
people of Zion City have been allowed to do 
pretty much as they pleased. 


Have Good Time at Theaters. 

They have not been taken to task for their 
failure to attend the Sunday and week day 
services. They have missed the elevating 
influence of the white robed choir. Left to 
their own devices while their elders spent 
every minute of their leisure time attend- 
ing meetings devoted to the consideration of 
church politics the boys and giris have 
been snared by the glaring facades, brilliant 
lights, and high kicker porters of theaters 
in Waukegan and Kenosha. 

That some of the theaters are of the 5 
cent. electric variety does not lessen the 
offefise. Trolley parties have left the pre- 
cincts of Zion City for territory where cigar- 
ets are unforbidden and where the dancing 
pavilion lurks with its tempting music and 
Japanese lanterns.

In short the youth of Zion City for the 
first time in their lives have been having 
what they call a good time. 


Young People Stray from Home. 


“The devil lurks in cards, dancing, smok- 
ing, and the theater,’’ said Voliva, earnest- 
ly. ‘** Our young people in the stress of our 
religious triale have forgotten their teach- 
ings. They have strayed from home, They 
are becoming like the young people of other 
towns. No more are they contented with 
the sweet repose of soul that comes from a 
pure and aimple minded life. But you will 
not be allowed to persist in your evil course, 
young people. 

“I propose to divide Zion City Into dis- 
tricts, alphabetically arranged, and each dis- 
trict will be in charge of some sober minded 
deacon who shall act as the monitor of the 
young people in his district.”’ 

The older pereons, Voliva thought, had 
long ago seen the folly of playing with the 
** devil’s amusements.”’

Voliva announced a meeting tonight of all 
the investors and creditors of Zion City at 
the college building with the object of de- 
vising some method of meeting all financial 
obligations. 

Voliva addressed 4,000 persons. Dowlecon- 
ducted a religious service at the tabernacle, 
but not more than 200 persons were present. 

** Prophet ’’ Priddle of west side fame in- 
vaded Zion City yesterday with a message 
for “‘ Prophet" Dowie. He explained to 
groups which gathered at street corner meet- 
ings that Dowie would not die until the mes- 
sage was delivered. Dowie, who doesn’t 
want to die, dodged Priddie. Zion guards 
compelled him to move several times, but 
he persisted in his impromptu meetings. 

At one time he established himself near 
the entrance to the tabernacle, and nearly 
broke up the meeting being held inside be- 
fore the guards could drive him away.

One of Legatees Suggests Round Ribin 
to Widow,in Interest of Laid- 
law, 4Human Shield,” 


New York, Aug. 5.—[Special.J—It is prob- 
able that on or before Sept. 21 one of the 
Russell Sage legatees, who is satisfied with 
the bequest of $25,000, will call upon each of 
the other nephews and nieces to contribute to 
a purse of $10.000 to be presented to Willlam 
H. Laidlaw, the “‘ human ehield,’’ who saved 
Mr. Sage’s life fifteen years ago. 

This heir, whose identity has not been re- 
vealed, suggested that a round robin be ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Sage asking that a sufficient 
part of the estate to yield a yearly income 
of $1,500 be set aside for Laidlaw’s benefit.

JOSEPH CORSIGLIO HAS QUEEREST 
BAR IN THE CITY. 
Occupies Room in Unfinished Build- 
ing and as It Has Neither Doors 
Nor Windows He Employs a Watch- 
man to Guard the Place After 1 A. 
M., the Time Fixed by Ordinance 
to Céase Trade—New Law Is the 


Cause. 


One of the queerest saloons on record is at 
Orleans and IMinols streets. It was started 
just a week ago yesterday and it owes its 
existence to the new Chicago saloon ordi- 
nance which went into effect Aug I. 

This new liquor store has an unusual home. 
The building which it occupies is far from 
completed. In fact it has no glass front, 
mo real fixtures, and no plaster on the walls. 
The room is bare and uninviting and is un- 
inclosed. 

The carpenters cannot possibly finish their 
work on the building for four weeks at least. 
Yet without plaster, without fixtures, and 
without doors or windows, the room is used 
by Joseph Corsiglio for a saloon. 

Bar Fixtures Are Primitive. 

He has improvised a bar of plain boards cov- 
ered with ollcloth and hag installed @ plain 
wooden table to take the place of an elaborate 
mirror and shelf for the glasses and fancy 
liquors. He has a beer barrel with a faucet 
to satisfy the patrons who want that sort of 
beverage,and he seems to be filling @ long felt 
want in the neighborhood. In front of the 
bar hang two flags—one the stars and stripes 
and the other the colors of Italy. 

There being no lock and key for the open 
place, Mr. Corsiglio obeys the 1 o’clock clos- 
ing ordinance simply by turning down 
the spluttering gasoline light. He 
pays a watchman to guard the store and 
keep intruders from walking off with the bot- 
tles of wines and boxes of cigars which adorn 
the bare looking “‘ open air’’ room. In this 
way he saves his business from the inroad of 
thieves. 

Forced to Act Quickly. 

Corsigiio was obliged to open in the un- 
finished building in order to comply with the 
new law and secure the room for a real 
saloon which he intends to open up when 
the brick building is completed. He took 
out a license July 27 and got in on the list 
of those who secured the right to open 
saloons under the provision limiting liquor 
stores to one for each 500 tnhabitants of the 
city. He started his saloon a week ag6 
yesterday and has kept open, rain or shine, 
ever since—an easy thing to do as there is 
no way to close it. 

‘I rather like the novelty of an open air 
galoon,”’ said Corsiglio. “‘I have got used 
te it so I don’t mind the boards and the 
unplastered walls and the windowless front 
any more.”’ 


REVOLVER DUEL IN STREET; 
BOTH PARTICIPANTS DEAD. 


Missouri Merchant Sues Farmer’s Son 
for Wronging His Daughter, and 
‘When They Meet Both Begin to Shoot. 


Springfield, Mo., Aug. 5.—In the streets of 
Chadwick, a small town thirty miles south 
of Springfield, today Charles Freeman, a 
merchant, and Robert Keene, 18 years old, 
fought a duel to the death with revolvers. 

Suit recently was brought by Freeman 
against Keene charging the latter with as- 
sauiting his 15 year.old daughter. Freeman 
was reported to have threatened to shoot 
Keene on sight and both men went armed, 

When they met on the street today they 
immediately drew their revolvers and began 
firing.

Province of Coal Breaker. 


arating it into sizes, of breaking it to suit 
particular conditions and particular fur- 
naces, and of disposing of the enormous 
amount of useless dust requires the erection 
of the breakers. A breaker, therefore, is an 
enormous building, almost invariably of 
wood, which performs about the same func- 
tions for a coal mine that a grain elevator 
in Chicago does to a farm in Dakota. In 
the breaker, by a combination of machinery 
and human labor, the coal is broken up, 
sorted, graded, and separated from the use- 
less parts which have been sent up by the 
miner and his helper from the underground 
workings. ; 
Of late years the breakers have been 
equipped with patent separators and a series 
of jiggling screens which in the long run 
separate the coal and its commercial sizes 
without the direct interposition of human 
hands, except in the way of the direction of 
the machinery. It is a sight worth the see- 
ing, when one can see through the dust, to 
watch the arrival of the cars, fresh from 
the underground depths, at the top of the 
breaker. They are dumped with a Niagara 
roar at the rate of about one a second, and 
the great lumps pass over the different sized 
bars, thus separating the coal by mere force 
of gravity, the larger lumps going into the 
rolis, where machinery breaks it up and 
passes it on to further screens below. 


Must Pick Out Slate. 


This procese of manufacture, for it ts al- 


delivered at the top, shall pass over or 
through the screens into the rolls, and finally 
be delivered into chutes, each one of which 
containg a particular sige at a particular 
time. Most of this work has been done by 
machinery, except so far as attendance ifs 
concerned, although it is necessary for some 
men to break up the larger and more re- 
fractory lumps where the rock is too badly 
mixed with the coal. 

When the process of separation is com- 
pleted there comes a time when machinery 
fails, No machine can distinguish between 
things which will burn and things which will 
not. Coal is always mixed with slate, and 
some person, not some thing, must make 
this final distinction. This human judge of 
the coal is the breaker boy, and he must 
work with the utmost rapidity, and in con- 
ditions which almost defy description, so far 
as matters of health and personal comfort 
are concerned. Two, or perhaps three, boys 
stand guard over a single chute. That is to 
say, they @6 not stand guard, but sit it. 
When all is well their legs are stretched 
out on either side of the chute and their 
hands do the rapid work of picking out the 
coal and dropping it into receptacies on 
either side.

APPROVAL FOR PRIMARY LAW 
GIVEN BY ELECTION BOARD. 


Good Order Preserved at Polls and but 
Few Minor Changes in Measure Are 
Suggested. | 


The new primary law was ground in the 
toill of the) election commissioner's office 
yesterday and came out pure wheat. The 
insignificent particles of chaff attached to 
it were blown away by the commissioners 
with carelegs talk about amendments.; They 
Gid not find any urgent necessities for these 
and geclared the new law a marvel of effi- 
clency. 

Commissioners Bach, John C. Cannon, and 
Frank F. Judge remained in the office most 
of the day and Chief Clerk Powell arrived 
at 8 o’clock with the staff of 150 clerks to 
begin the mammoth task of canvassing the 
returns and getting up credentials for the 
15,000 delegates elected in Saturday’s pri- 
maries. 

The developments of the day gave rise to 
enthusiasm on the part of the commission- 
ers: These are the reasons why they pro- 
nounce the law a marvel in its workings as 
far as their office Is concerned: 

The election was as dignified as any election 
ever held. 

No man had to wait more than two min- 
utes to vote. 

Fewer complaints were received than ever 
before after a primary election. 

No one could tell what list of delegates a 
man voted, as he took three ballots into the 
booth. 

Few “raw” @cts were perpetrated. 

No election judge was abused. 

No one attempted to bulldoze‘the commis- 
sioners. : 

Factional and clothesline fighte thrashed 
out to perfect satisfaction of all concerned. 
Cost a bagatelle considering the service 
réndered. 

No complaint as to location 
places. 

Commissioner Judge had a grudge against 
the law on his own account. Although a res- 
ident of Chicago forty years, he had moved 
from the First to the Eleventh precinct of 
his ward end was not allowed to vote even 
though he was in the same primary district 
and had the same list of delegates. 

There were 140,000 votes cast by the three 
parties. In previous primaries there never 
have been more than 794 polling places. Sat- 
urday there were 1,249. Other primaries 
employed 8,500 judges and clerks.

All party primaries have been held in the 
past at an aggregate cost of $40,000. The 
Saturday election cost $65,000.

“FEDERATION IS TRUST.” 


Statement Declares Workers Use 
Same Methods as the Men 
They Fight. 


—_————— 


New York, Aug. 5.—[Special.]—Charles W,. 
Post of Battle Creek, Mich., president of the 
Citizens’ Industrial association, who recently 
accepted the challenge of the American, Fed- 
eration of Labor which hae declared open 
political war on Speaker Cannom and other 
leaders who declined to support the meas- 
ures advocated. by the federation, today gave 
out a lengthy statement, showing the stand 
the essociation takes. 

The statement, which is addressed to “‘ the 
78,000,000 citizens not miem bers of labor 
uniona,"” follows: 

“Many statements in the proclamation of 
the American Federation of Labor are mis- 
leading. For inetance, it declares that ‘ labor 
makes no demand upon government or s80- 
clety which is not equally accorded to all 
the people of our country.’ The facts are 
that organized labor demands not only of 
government, but of all industriaf enterprise 
that no labor be purchased except of the 
labor unions, an organized trust for the sale 
of labor. It further demands that no man 
or woman be allowed to work or sell their 
labor except by joining the trust, paying 
fees to its officers, and working only under 
the dictates of that trust. 


“Extract Money from Masses.”’ 


Again itsays: ‘‘ A frenzied rush after the 
almighty dollar is the basie of the trust 
movement, the object of which is to extract 
extra money from the masses and divide it 
among the trust members. This feature is 
as much a part of the labor trust as of any 
other. 

“ While Mr. Gompers announces that ‘ the 
wheels of industry cannot be halted nor. 
turned back, nor should they be even if it 
were poesible,’ it is a fact that at the time 
this statement of the federation of labor 
was published the unions were actively en- 
gaged in stopping the rebuilding of San Fran- 
cisco and ‘halting the wheels of industry ’ 
in nearly every city of importance in Amer- 
ica, by strikes, threats, assaults, and vio- 
lence, including the dynamiting of property. 
“Thousands of citizens have suffered loss 
of houses, property, and occupation and have 
been subjected to countless assaults, and 
hundreds of murders have been committed 
by members of this trust in trying to force 
their trust mandates upon the common 
people. 

“Offer Others’ Faults as Bxcuse.”’ 
“They offer as an excuse that capital 
trusts have caused suffering by paying too 
low wages and therefore they have a right 
to pursue methods that produce suffering to 
citizens not members of their organization, 
Lased upon the theory that because a dis- 
solute man committed murder some fan- 
cied grievance, any other man would have 
a right to do likewise. 
“It ig a menace to the people at large to 
allow any organization of labor or capital 
to dominate their/affairs, either political or 
otherwise, and when a combined movement 
is made by the labor trust to secure such 
control it must be met by the citizens of all- 
classes for self-protection. 
“If the beef, flour, oil, gas, and other 
capital trusts should mass to elect their 
representatives to congress or the state leg- 
islature, the people would suffer and have 
suffered in the past from the few members 
that have been so elected. The’same is true 
if the labor trust should succeed in electing 
ite members to these bodies. 


Asks Aid of All Citizens. 


** We have notified the citizens’ associations 
in various communities of the proposal of the 
labor trust to dominate the coming elections, 
and we call upon all citizens, both in and 
out of the labor unions, to nominate, and 
elect only such men as will faithfull serve 
the comon people and oppose harmful trusts. 
‘We particularly invite attention to the 
attack on the congressmen who refused to 
assist in passing the infamous measure of 
anarchy, the anti-injunction bill, a bill pro- 
posed by the labor unions’to tie the hands 
of the courts and thus permit property to be 
destroyed and men assaulted before the 
courts can act. 

Such a condition of affairs, it is thought 
by the labor trust, would allow them to ter- 
rorize the community and permit their mem- 
bers free license to commit violence without 
restraint, but it can be seen that an absence 
of restraining law could as well be used by 
capital trusts if they should see fit to hire 
men to attack members of the labor trust or 
blow up their homes in like manner as the 
labor unions now operate. 
‘‘ Citizens of all classes must act in defense 
of their liberties and constitutional rights, 
and actively interest themselves to elect 
their own representatives. There are 78,000,- 
000 common citizens, as compared with about 
2.000,000 members of the labor trust, many 
of whom are unwilling members and are at 
heart patriotic citizens, with a desire for the 
upholding of law and. order, and who will 
not vote to place further power in the hands 
of the labor trust leaders.”

SAVINGS BANK DEPOSITS. 

The Chicago savings bank figures 
printed a few weeks ago showed an ay- 
erage deposit of $77 for every man, wom- 
an, and child in the city. That is a bet- 
ter showing than the country as a whole 
can make. The average American has 
a savings bank. deposit of only $37.43. 
But in this particular Chicago does not 


make so good a record as either New 
* York or 


Massachusetts. In New York 
the per capita savings bank deposit is 
$180, and in Massachusetts a year ago 
it Was $220.67. No doubt ft is’ larger 
now. The’ Massachusetts figures are ex- 
the savings 
banks are used there by other than wage 
earners to a much greater extent than 
elsewhere. In Chicago men of means are 
not in the habit of making savings depos- 
its. They wish to get more than 8 per 
eent for their money. In Massachusetts 
it is different. 

Chicago need not be ashamed of fall- 
Ing so far behind eastern communities in 
savings bank averages. The difference 
is not because of the greater frugality of 
eastern people. it is due in part to the 
fact that in Chicago wage earners often 
put fhoney into building and loan associ- 
ations which in Massachusetts and New 
York is put in savings banks. The as- 
gets of the Illinois associations exceed by 
$8,000,000 those of the New York associ- 
ations. 

New York ana Massachusetts hada 
long start of Illinois in the accumulation 
of wealt’ and in the development of in- 
dustries employing skilled and well paid 
operatives. Give Chicago —a little time 
and there will be a closer approach to 
equality. The average savings bank de- 
posit is steadily increasing. Soon it will 
be $100 instead of $77. 

The population of Massachusetts tis 
only seven-twelfths of that of Lllinois, 
but its savings deposits exceed those of 
That is only one of the indi- 
cations of the greater volume of wealth 
Cities like Boston and 
New York are richer per capita than Chi- 
cago is, and a tax rate which they can 
stand with ease would be oppressive here. 
That is a point to which no attention is 
paid by tax eating officials of Chicago, 
who are continually complaining that lo- 
eal taxpayers are not so liberal as those 
of eastern cities. 


A LIBRARY PROBLEM. 
An official statement by Reuben G. 


Thwaites, the librarian of the Wisconsin 


Historical society, which has one of the 
richest collections in the United States, tel!s 
of the examination under a search warrant 
of five boxes left in a warehouse in Madison 
by a much esteemed student in the graduate 
echoo! of the wniversity in that city. They 
contained 200 volumes stamped with the 
name of the library of which he is the custo- 
dian, which had been stolen by the student, 
who had had the freedom of the shelves in 
connection with her investigations in a spe- 
cial field of American history. 

In the decennial report of the president of 
the University of Chicago the librarian fur- 
nished a table showing the losses of books 
in each department during ten years, the ag- 
gregate being something over 1,300. In some 
eases the thefts were so persistent as to oc- 
casion seriousinconvenience to workers who 
needed particular books. A few years ago 
a dealer in second h@nd books in the city 
ealled the attention of the authorities of the 
institution to the offerings of a student who 
made frequent calls with the object of sell- 
ing volumes bearing tlie perforated stamp of 
the library. An examination of some of the 
boxes which he was about to ship to his home 
revealed a good collection of books upon a 
special topic, which would represent a large 
outlay in money if he had paid cash for 
what he had stolen. 

The Wisconsin authorities are said to be 
disinclined to prosecute the offender, who 
has just been discovered, on the ground that 
the stealing was due to a mental condition 
induced by a great desire to obtain a library 
upon the particular line of her investiga- 
tions, which the limited means at her dis- 
posal prevented her from acquiring, The 
ease calls attention to a peculiarity of the 
mind of the book thief, which seems to be 
associated with a feeling that it is not theft 
to take a book. If the student had taken a 

watch and chein or a brooch or a dress the 
- guilt would have been unquestioned. But 
to steal a book is another thing and of trifling 
moment. 

It is a source of constant anxiety to libra ry 
officials and makes the administration of a 
collection a difficult problem. Hundreds of 

, Investigators must have access to the shelves 
tn order to get the best results. The great 
majority of students are both honest and 
thoughtful, but now and then there comes 
one. who feels no compunctions when a valu- 
able map is detached from the inside cover, 
& rare engraving is cut out, or a costly book 
is taken outright. A library to be of the 
most service must be used freely. Theslow 
and unsatisfactory method of signing slips 
for books to be brought by an attendant and 

~to be examined under more or less close 
gurveillance pleases neither the investigator

nor the library officials, who are anxious to 
codperate with honest students, and thus the 
thief in his selfishness brings injury to many 
who’ are prevented from making the con- 
tributions to knowledge which otherwise 
might be made. The thief who steals a 
diamond from a jeweler’s tray never begins 
to do the damage which the book thief does 
when he puts all patrons of a library under 
restraint and suspicion. 


THE NEW PRIMARY LAW, 

The new primary, law has been given a 
trial. Instead of proving the unworkable 
thing its unfriendly critics said it would 
be it is manifestly superior to previous 
laws. It will be necessary to await the 
county conventions to ascertain how far 
they will be responsive to the opinions of 
the voters as to the candidates for county 
offices, but it is already manifest that the 
new law adds nothing to the power of 
the “bosses.” It does give to party vot- 
ers the power to select candidates from 
the “slates” of rival factions. The re- 
publican vote in the Sixth ward (ilus- 
trates ‘this. Representative Mann was 
supported by one faction and John R. 
Thompson by another. Each of them 
carried the ward. Neither faction was 
able to put through a “straight ticket.” 
The voters scratched as at a regular elec- 
tion. 

The voting on some of the democratic 
candidates for county offices gives an idea 
how the plan of direct plurality nomina- 
tions at the primaries would work out in 
some cases. The total democratic city 
vote on county judge was 34,000. It was 
divided among four candidates, of whom 
one got 31 per cent, another 30 per cent, 
and andther 28 per cent. If all the would- 
be candidates for municipal court judges 
and county commissioners had been per- 
mitted to put their names on the primary 
ballot it is a question whether any one of 
them would have got 15 per cent of the 
total vote of his party. In a city of this 
size it will be wiser to leave the selection 
of candidates for some offices to the con- 
ventions. 

One objection raised to the new law is 
that it “ makes no provision for the inde- 
pendent voter.” The law: was enacted 
for party men. If the independent vot- 
ers wish to take advantage of it all they 
have to do is to organize the “ independ- 
ent party.” Then they will be admitted 
to the primaries. There are real defects 
in the law, but they are not of a serious 
character and can easily be remedied. 

It cost $65,000 to get the new law, as 
those who have found fault with it have 
often remarked. It is worth all it cost. 
It has given honest primaries, each party 
keeping out of those of the other where, 
as in some congressional and senatorial 
districts, there were heated coutests and 
much popular interest.. The voters who 
went to the primaries were enabled to 
give the delegates binding and decisive 
instructions. The law gave the voters an 
opportunity to express their sentiments 
as to the choice of a senator. Of the 
660,000 republicans who voted for De- 
neen in 1904 over 250,000 have done so. 

The law will do more for the people 
than it will for the “ bosses” if the vot- 
ers will use the rights the law gives them. 


STREET TRAFFIC REGULATION. 

Last week about 500 drivers were ar- 
rested in New York City for violating the 
rules of the road. A year ago the police 
authorities, in order that traffic might not 
be so congested, drafted some regulations for 
the benefit of teamsters, truckmen, etc. 
The regulations were printed and widely 
distributed, but were not generally re- 
spected. Sq little attention has been paid 
to them of late that it was deemed advisable 
to make wholesale arrests. 

One of the New York police inspectors 
says that “ truckmen are just a bit queer in 
their way. You can tell them a certain 
thing and preach yourself black in the*face 
doing so, and if they don’t like it they will 
just ignore what you say.” This is equally 
true of many Chicago chauffeurs and team- 
sters. Last year the Chicago police depart- 
ment, imitating thaf*ot New York, under- 
took to regulate street traffic so that thor- 
oughfares in the business district might be 
less congested. It promulgated regulations 
of which little notice has been taken by 
those who should have been governed by 
them. If the Chicago police officials wish 
to keep up with those of the eastern city 
they will make wholesale arrests of drivers 
who break the traffic rules. Then there will 
be better order in the streets for a little 
while. 

The New York deputy police commis- 
sioner has been studying the regulation of 
He says it is 
wonderfully well managed, “ but the credit 
is not so much due to the police as to the 
citizens who codperate with the police. The 
drivers themselves do all they can to help 
the police.” That is not the nature of the 
New York or of the Chicago driver. Each 
of them looks on himself as the lord of the 
street, and on the policeman as an intruder. 
In London the policeman is the man who 
must be obeyed when he lifts his finger. In 
Chicago it is the rule aot to obey him until he 
swings his club. 

It is a question how much American po- 
licemen do to confirm this state of mind by 
their general failure to enforce regulations. 
They are so capricious and spasmodic in en- 
forcement that it is no wonder that regula- 
tions are persistently disobeyed and that 
men doubt whether a policeman is in earnest 
when he occasionally insists on obedience. 

If the police would seriously demand com- 
pliance with the rules of the road, trafiic 
would be much less obstructed. Persons 
who have to walk through the business dis- 
trict or traverse it in street cars would be 
less exposed to danger and delay. The police 
force should give drivers who are a law 
unto themselves an opportunity to visit po- 
lice courts and explain their conduct to hard 
hearted police police magistrates, 


IMITATIVE MORTALS. 

At a medical dispensary in New York City 
the other day a girl was brought into the 
waiting room jerking her arms spasmodica]- 
ly and twitching her face in the manner 
common to those afflicted with St. Vitus’ 
dance. She was admitted as quickly as pos- 
sible to a student class interested in that 
form of nervous disorder, but not until three 
or four other children in waiting had seen 
her, all of whom began imitating involun- 
tarily her movements. At Echternach, in 
Luxemburg, the annual religious dancing 
procession, which has been observed for 
qenturies, took place a month ago. This pro- 
cession is composed of cripples, epileptics, 
and others afflicted with nervous disorders, 
who keep up a grotesque kind of hopping on 
their way to the abbey, where they hope the 
saint of the place will relieve them of their 
infirmities. It is related that whenever this 
dancing pilgrimage is performed bystand- 
ers who are perfectly well will speedily mani- 
fest epileptic or nervous symptoms and join 
the ranks. 

It is not remarkable that among many

| teibar should pi Sale _, The sahemaaned 
side of human nature has always shown this 
tendency. All the delusions of the past, 
the Flagellants, the Convulsionneires, the 
werewolves, tarantism, witchcraft, and 
epidemics of fanaticism following epidemics 
of disease, have grown out of what may be 
called the imitation mania. They were most 
prevalent during the fifteenth, sixteenth, 
and seventeenth centuries. 
has increased and civilization has advanced 
they have become less frequent, though it is 
not safe to assume they would not appear 
again should opportunity offer. The grow- 
ing materialism of the world and the rapid 
increase of scientific knowledge are strong 
deterrents. 

There are many indications, however, that 
the tendency is still alive and that should 
the opportunity come it might show itself 
in some extraordinary manifestations. It 
is not likely that whole communities would 
fancy themselves bitten by a harmless spider 
and dance themselves to death in mad tar- 
antellas. And yet in this twentieth century 
great cycles of peculiar crimes occur for 
which no explanation can be found except 
that of imitation. Thousands, now slowly 
coming to their senses, have followed the 
lead of a sham prophet. There have been 
lynching bees where there was no sufficient 
provocation for lynching. ‘Let any person 
stop in the street and look up into the sky. 
Straightway those about him will do the 
same, and in a few minutes a great crowd 
will be gazing into vacancy. The imitative 
spirit is strong and sometimes overpowering. 
There are still epidemics of frenzy and 
fanaticism, but they are less powerful than 
those of bygone centuries. 


INDEPENDENCE HAD TO COME. 


It is by no means an easy task for a rep- 
resentative of one nation to go to another to 
discuss phases of history in which the two 
countries clashed. At the same time the 
words spoken under such circumstances are 
always worthy of note, since they represent 
undoubted care in preparation. The same 
thing is true of books written under parallel 
circumstances. Some excellent accounts of 
the American revolution have been written 
by Englishmen, giving a fair and free dis- 
cussion of mooted matters, and in no ways 
showing evidence of any disposition to mis- 
represent or misunderstand. It is the best 
test of ability in any one to be able to take 
the side opposed to thet naturally gained 
through heredity or environment and give it 
fair treatment. 

That is the task which Whitelaw Reid 
had to undertake in his opening lecture in a 
course before the summer session at Cam- 
bridge upon **‘ The Rise and Development of 
the United States.” He is reported to have 
said that the United States might never have 
separated from England had the wise policy 
of Chatham been followed. ~The use of the 
word “might” was the saying thing, for 
in the rest of the lecture the ambassador ap- 
parently made his argument for the need of 
the United States as an outlet for the super- 
fluous energy and the superfluous population 
of Europe. That suggestion practically does 
away with the other one, fot it does not take 
much study to. bring one to the firm convic- 
tion that the breaking away of the Ameri- 
can colonies from England came not as a 
result of British tyranny so much as from 
the certain tendency of the age. 

Sometimes the thought is expressed that 
the united colonies, with some sort of title, 
might have been kept for all these years 
in the same governmental situation ag 
Canada, and might, even now, be a prosper- 
ous branch of a mighty empire. That 
thonght always loses sight of the influenceof 
the immigration.of hundreds of thousands of 
the superfluous population of the old world, 
who brought to this new England ideas and 
ideale essentially at variance with those of 
the old England, whose popular notiona, 
many of them, were unfamiliar to these rep- 
resentatives of other civilizations, The 
colonies at the time of separation had al- 
ready felt the strength of some of the other 
than English race elements. The fact that 
America was a land of opportunity and that 
there were those on the continent who were 
discontented pointed the way unmistakably 
to future independence... The United States 
would have come into being whether George 
ILI. was a tyrant or not, and it really did not 
make much difference in the long run 
whether Chatham or Townshend or North 
dictated public policies. The destiny of the 
colonies ‘was sure. The superfluous energy 
and the superfluous population of the world 
settled the matter. 

It is gratifying to Americans that so dis- 
tinguished a man as Mr. Reid should have 
an opportunity at an ancient seat of learn- 
ing in England, closely identified by the way 
with early New England history, to tell of 
the development of the United States and to 
interpret for the benefit of English hearers 
the American conception of the place of this 
country in the greater arena of world de- 
velopment.

The British monarch is an exceedingly as- 
tute and sagacious ruler, who, since his 


tery of the arts of diplomacy and of state- 
craft which has won for him well merited 
fame. But this fame has become embarras- 
sing. Popular rumor has been led thereby 
to ascribe to him an amount of ubiquitous 
political activity to which he would not 
dream of putting forth any pretensions, and 
people not only in England but also abroad 
are convinced that they see his hand in every 
move upon the political chessboard. 

Thus he naturally was pleased when his 
son-in-law, Prince Charles of Denmark, was 
elected king of Norway, after the proclama- 
tion by the latter country of its national in- 
dependence. But the candidature of the 
pritice was not mooted unfil some time after 
the severance of the union with Sweden, and 
then only after the question of the establish- 
ment of a republic a® Christiania had been 
fully considered and almost carried. 

But it has been asserted in the foreign 
press, and is generally believed abroad, that 
King Edward not only had engineered the 
elevation of his son-in-law and daughter to 
the throne of Norway long before the dis- 
solution of the union between the two 
countries, but, with this object in view, had 
been the principal factor in bringing the 
Norwegians to renounce their allegiance to 
King Oscar. It is added that Edward VII. 
was actuated not alone by a desire for the 
aggrandizement of his family but also by 
the wish to strengthen thé position of Eng- 
land om the North sea, which he had con- 
sidered as being weakened by the close un- 
derstanding which is known to exist between 
King Oscar and Emperor William. 

Sweden's aged monarch is known to share 
this popular belief in the Machiavelianism of 
Great Britain’s king, and to hold him as pri- 
marily responsible for the loss of his Nor- 
wegian crown, and it is needless to say that 
he. is encouraged therein by all those who 
are interested in thwarting the policy of 
England. 

It is owing to this condition of affairs that 
the young Princess Gustavus Adolphus of 
Sweden has gone to England with her baby, 
without her husband, to pay a private visit 
to her parents, the duke and duchess of Con- 
naught, at Bushey park. Oscar does not 
consider that the moment is suitable for 
his grandson, the future king of Sweden, 
to visit Great Britain.

Although the chateau of Rambouillet, 
where President Fallieres is spending the 
summer, is neither as stately nor as grand 
as Fontainebleau, Versailles, or even Com- 
plegne, yét the picturesque old place has a 
charm all of its own, and has played no 
inconsiderable réle in the history of France. 
It was there that Charles X. after his flight 
from Paris on July 31, 1830, signed his 
abdication in favor of his grandson, the lit- 
tle duke of Bordeaux, who reigned for a 
few hours as King Henry V. before accom- 
panying Charles into exile. It was at Ram- 
bouillet, too, that Napoleon sought refuge 
after the battle of Waterloo, before betak- 
ing himself to the sea coast, and on board 
the English battleship Bellerophon, to be- 
come a state prisoner of Great Britain at 
St. Helena. It was a favorite residence of 
the ill fated King Louis XVI., who, in 1783, 
purchased it from the duc de Penthievre 
for the enormous sum of 16,000,000 francs.

Rambouillet that it became a royal chAteau. 
For hundreds of years previously it had been 
owned by the illustrious family of D’Angen- 
nes, which figures so frequently in the pages 
of French history, always as devoted serv- 
ants of the crown, among the most cele- 
brated of them heving been the Cardinals 
Charles and Claude de Rambouillet, Cath- 
erine d’Angennes, and Marquise de Ram- 
boulllet, whose mansion at Paris was so fa- 
mous as the rendezvous of all the great men 
and, above all, of-the Nterary lights of the 
reign of Louis XIII, 

The habitués of the so-called hotel de Ram- 
bouillet in those days included the Cardinal 
de Richelieu, the Cardinal de La Valiette, 
and La Fontaine, Bossuet, and Corneille. 
Indeed, the name of Ramboulllet to this day 
evokes memories of the most glorious epoch 
of French literature.

Now it by no means follows that i gen- 
eral election was held on the iss of the 
abolition or radical reform of theAhouse of 
lords the latter would be defeated. People 
who imagine this do not take into consider- 
ation the British character and its peculiar 
prejudices and paradoxes. Above all, they 
lose sight of that ancient saying, just as true 
today as it ever was—namely: that “ The 
Briton dearly loves a lord.” 

Were any attempt made to tamper with 
the constitution of the house of lords—the 
cradle of British parliamentary. institutions 
—the fight wouki resolve itself into a strug- 
gle between labor, more or less colored with 
socialism, on the one side, and on the other 
all the rich, educated and trained classes, 
the learned professions, the owners of prop- 
erty, real and personal, the manufacturing, 
industrial, and financial interests, the clergy, 
the army and nayy, the tradespeople, and 
in fact, all those who are anxious to safe- 
guard property, religion, and order. The 
present party lines would be obliterated, and 
liberals as well aS sonservatives would rise 
in defense of that ‘house of lords which rep- 
resents the one bulwark of the empire against 
precipitate legislation on the part of the low- 
er house, the political atmosphere of which 
is constantly changing, subject to the influ- 
ence of ephemeral and sometimes unreason- 
ing blasts of popular sentiment, not to say 
hysteria. 

The British house of lords is perfectly safe 
for many, many years to come, and what- 
ever reform takes place in ite composition 
will be of ite own making, and not the result, 
of any outside pressure, ‘

After reading Dr. Saleeby’s remarkably 
interesting eulogistic exposition and exten- 
sion of Herbert Spencer's philosophy in his 
late book, “‘ Evolution the Master Key,” an 
excellent corrective of a tendency to jump 
at the conclusion that Spencer was little 
less than divinely inspired is found in a 
little book of the English Men of Science se- 
ries by J. Arthur Thompson, M. A., entitled 
“ HERBERT SPENCER” (E. P. Dutton & 
Co.). The author of this book ts regius pre 
fessor of natural history in the Univershs 
of Aberdeen, author of “ Outlines of Zo- 
ology,”’ “ The Study of. Animal Life,”’ and co- 
author with Patrick Geddes of “ The Evo- 
lution of Sex.’ He is eminently qualified 
to discuss the philosophy of Spencer, and, 
“while he does so in a manner fully as appre- 
“ciative as that of Dr. Saleeby, he does not 
allow his admiration for the great philoso- 
pher and student to exempt his philosophy 
from just such frank criticism as Spencer 
himself always welcomed. The book gives 
a brief account of Spencer’s life and gives 
particular attention to a consideration of 
his *“‘ Principles of Biology’ and his posi- 
tion as a cosmic evolutionist. It is to be 
followed by another volume, which Its to dis- 
cuss his psychology, sociology, ethics, poli- 
tics, and agnosticism. 


These are the days of short stories; even 
a fair sized novel rarely reaches the four 
hundredth page mark, yet John Trotwood 
Moore has been audacious to the point of 
dragging the temerarious reader of “ THH 
BISHOP OMCOTTONTOWN ” (J. C. Wins- 
ton & Co.) through 600 pages of mire, and 
then leaves him ensconced on an oasis of 
religious regeneration and absolute rectituds. 
The spiritual leaven does its work well; a 
drunkard capable of selling his daughters 
regains his self-respect and the social po- 
sition that had been his for generations; a 
highway robber becomes a self-sacrificing 
citizen, wrongs to the young children are 
righted, and he, the cause of the outrages 
detailed in the book, alone, uncomforted, 
leaves the vicinity canting of divine goodness 
and mercy. None of the wrongs of the south 
just after the war, from the evils of the 
cotton mills to the more private evils of its 
owners, are passed annoticed. 
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The F. A. Stokes company has brought out 
another edition, illustrated; of Arthur W. 
Marchmont’s “BY WIT OF WOMAN.” 
Though palpably improbable the story has 
much that holds a reader, a keen interest in 
the too brilllant American girl who crosses 
the ocean and enters into the intriguing pol- 
itics: of a petty European ‘state. Men and 
women.are at her beck and call, mere tools 
with which she carves out the image in*her 
ambition, removes from her father’s name 
the calumny that had hounded him to déath. 
She is a woman who has a bright word for 
every occasion, and should she chance to get 
into a tight place; behold, the heavens open 
and a rescuer stands ready to sacrifice his 
life for her smile. She solves mysteries, ef- 
fects reconciliation of families, and for her- 
self wins a man’s love. It is a fantastic tale 
but refreshing, one that brings with it for- 
getfulness of small cares, a hearty laugh, and 
then a respect for the woman, for she wag 
an American.

Poetry is an fllusive thing to define, that 
the definition may be sufficiently inclusive 
and yet discriminating.

It impresses 
one as a perfunctory piece of work, catching 
little inspiration from the personality of its 
subject. That Witherspoon was a Preaby- 
terlan clergyman makes excuse for many of 
the digressions explanatory of his religious 
belief.

PRESSURE OF NEW GRAIN. 


Movement from Southwest Assumes 
Enormous Proportions and Demand 
Is Disappointing—Foreigners Take 
Meagerly at Reduced Prices—The 
Weather Continues as Principal In- 
fivence in Corn Market—Export 
Business Done in Oats. 


. Bears ruled in the wheat market last week 
like so many absolute monarchs. ‘The hand- 
ful of professed bulls fled in panic before 
their vicious attacks, and when the last ses- 
sion's final bell sounded general sentiment 
was much more bearish than ft has been at 
any time since the new grain began to move 
to market. Prices crumbled like tissue waf- 
ers, those at the week end showing declines 
of 4@4%c for September and December and 
‘Bige for May, compared to the closing quo- 
tations of the previous week. 

Of the general run of news the bulls had 
considerable to be thankful for, but ell that 
was favorable to them was overshadowed by 
the weight of bearish domestic conditions. 
The bears’ chief instrument in the attack 
was the cy ae of grain at all the leading 
markets and &@ hopelessly light demand. The 
apparent ease with which pricee broke led 
many in the trade to believe that 65c wheat 
was not only a possibility but a strong prob- 
ability. Some.of the more rabid pessimists 
are talking 60c wheat, but their views are 
not generally concurred in by students of the 
situation. 


Foreign Demand Disappointing. 


The movement of the new grain to western 
markets has been enormous, the offerings 
approaching the proportions of a. burden- 
some total. Some export business has been 
done on the sharp declines, but the foreign 
demand has been a big disappointment to 
the bulls. The willingness with which farm- 
ers in the winter whéat country accept the 
low bids sent out from the leading markets 
is regarded as conclusive evidence that a 
bumper yield of high quality grain has been 
harvested. Some in the trade figure that the 
producers have shown senselessness in their 
selling and that conditions are bound to tell 
later on. Mills and elevators have been filled 
up and the situation now resolves itself into 
a matter of finding storage room for the of- 
ferings. 

The bulls have been unsuccessful in finding 
flaws in the situation in the epring wheat 
country,, whose outturn this year promises 
to equal that of last year. There have been 
reports of red and black rust, but conditions 
in general are said to be highly gratifying to 
Within the next week or so, it

Weather Big Factor in Corn. 

The weather continues to play the import- 
ant part In the corn market. The cereal last 
week displayed strength in the early opera- 
tions, but the continued pressure on wheat 
had a bad effect later.in the period. The

September, 1%c for December, and 1%@1\c 
for May, as compared to the final quota- 
tions of the previous week. Late in the week 
numerous longs unloaded freely, the support 
being surprisingly light. West of the Mis- 
sissipp! river crop conditions showed im- 
provement, but the sections of this state 
which have been loud in their cry of drought 
s€nt in a mass of unfavorable advices. It is 
generally conceded that irreparable damage 
has been done in the southern part of Illinois. 
The bears were held in check by the contin- 
ued light country offerings, but word from 
the west indicated that a heavier movement 
was in order. The cash demand has been 
only moderate at its best, the east, admittedly 
light in its holdings, evidently expecting 
further price concessions. 


Oats Prices Work Lower. 


Oats, displaying more firmness in the early 
operations, joined the more important grains 
in the downward movement. The week end 
values showed .losses of 14%c for September, 
14%@1\%c for December, and 1%@1c for May, 
as compared to the finishing prices of the 
week before. Country offerings were more 
liberal, and the cash inquiry was disap- 
pointing to the bulls. Some hope was raised 
on more attention from foreigners, but all 
suggestions of bullish gossip found local 
longs eager to reduce their lines. The gen- 
eral impression is that this year’s crop 
will fall materially under that of 1905, and, 
in view of the manner in which the last 
bumper yield has been consumed, there are 
many who figure that conditions favor a 
higher level. The weakness in: the other 
grains has been a depressing influence in 
oats, and the lack of outside speculative 
support also has been a card dn the hands 
of the bears. 


Little Change in Provisions. 
Trading in the provision market last week 
was devoid of notable feature. Prices showed 
but little change from those which pre- 
vailed the week before, and the market was 
almost entirely a .professional affair. Sur- 
face conditions indicated that the packers 


, are in control of the geperal ¢ituation, but 


they. are keeping their plans a secret. The 
movement of hogs promises to become lar- 
ger, but students declare that there is noth- 
ing to indicate a material letup im the cash 
demand for manufactured products.’ The 
week's shipments of meats from this city 
were under those of a year ago, but those 
of lard showed a good increase. Prices for 
all products are well in excess of those which 
prevailed last year at this time. 


FROM USUAL AUGUST BASIS. 


Nearly All Banks in Country Prepar- 
ing for Fall Stringency, Which May 
Not Be Felt — Pienty of Cash on 
Hand in Chicago, but 5% Per Cent 
Is Practically the Minitmum—De- 
cline in Match the Feature of the 
Local Exchange. 


Money conditions in. the United States are 
certainly different in this month of August 
than in any previous year recalled, Begin- 
ning with the San Francisco disaster, the 
banks of the country appear to have begun 
arranging for an unusuelly high interest rate 
market in the autumn. At this time call 
rates rule low in New York and give a wrong 
impression as to the money aituation, 

For instance, local bankers have been ad- 
vised that large borrowers in New York, in. 
order to obtain six months’ money, are pay- 
ing 6 per cent and a commission ranging 
from 2 to 2% per cent. These rates are ex- 
acted because of the unwillingness of the 
rea 4 of New York to lend over the turn of 
the “year. They, like western banks, desire 
their loans to mature in large volume in 
September and October. One of the results 
of the six months’ borrowing is that the funds 
are turned back into Wali street by the bor- 
rowers and loaned at whatever rate can be 
secured. In this way the burden of the 6 
per cent, plus a. commission, is lightened. 
But when the stringency comes, if it come, 
this call money will disappear. 


Anomalous Situation Here, 

In Chicago there is a reflection of a similar 
condition. The anomaly of record bank de- 
posits and high percentage of cash is coin- 
cident with high interest rates. The min- 
imum in Chicago is practically 5% per cent. 
The banks have a great deal of money to 
lend, but are not lending. It is deemed to 
be no more than thirty or forty days when 
these funds will be needed, and in the interim 
it is considered better to let the money 
lie idle than to lend it out for periods 
which would render it sunavailable when 
most needed. . There is reason to believe that 
the country banks are acting on the same 
theory, not as a whole, but in part. They 
are at this time sending their surplus funds 
to Chicago, where they draw 2 per cent in- 
terest, an advantage which the Chicago 
banks cannot enjoy. If the theory about the 
country institutions is conser’. they are also 
waiting for the fall demand. All the country. 
banks are not pursuing this policy. Some 
of them are buying commercial paper for 
long periods. Either they feel there will bea 
moderate demand upon them, or else they are 
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typewriters, manufacture partitions the growers.

DISEASES SPREAD: 
PICNICS BLAMED 


Increase of Diphtheria and 
Scarlet Fever Is Ascribed 
to Gatherings. 


CHILDREN THESUFFERERS 


Health Bulletin Points Safe Rules 
for Parents; Distribution 
of Antitoxin. 


‘Picnics and summer playgrounds spread in- 
fectious diseases among children, according 
to the bulletin of the health department, is- 
sued yesterday. Dr. Heman Spalding, chief 
medical inepector, reportedan increase in the 
aumber of cases of diphtheria and scarlet 
fever. As to the causes, he said: 

“ The free mingling of children@t play and 
at picnics is responsible for the increase. 
When a picnic fs planned for a neighborhood 
or Sunday school there is often some one in 
the party convalescing from scariet fever or 
diphtheria—well enough to go about, but cov- 
ered with Infection and a certain menace to 
other members of the party. Parents yield 
to the wishes of the child and deliberately 
expose others to infection. 


Children Long Source of Danger. 

“A child recovering from scarlet fever, 
‘oO matter how well be may seem, is a 
source of danger so lopg as there is scaling 
of the skin or dischafge from the nose or 
ears or from abscesses. No child should be 
allowed to go to church, or school, or picnics, 
or mingle with other children, for a period 
of six to eight weeks from the beginning of 
the attack, and not then unless the child and 
premises have been disinfected. 

“A child recovering from diphtheria should 
not mingle with others so long as the diph- 
theria germ is present, as determined by a 
microscopic examination of a culture from 
the nose and throat.” 

For Cheap Antitoxin. 

The health department is arranging with 
the Memorial Institute for Infectious Dis- 
eases a plan whereby diphtheria antitoxin 
can be supplied to physicians and patients at 
the cost of production and to the poor free. 
The bulletin says of the plan: 

“The institute management fs establish- 
ing antitoxin stations throughout the city at 
which supplies of the institute serum will be 
kept and at which the department will keep 
supplies of culture outfits for diagnosis. 
There will be some 250 of these stations, or 
depots, so located that at least one will be 
within haif a mile of every physician’s office. 
Bighty of these have already been located 
and-.the work is being pushed as rapidly as 
possibie.”’ 

The death rate for July was 13.20 a thou- 
gand, the lowest for this month in thirty 
years, with one exception, July, 1905.

GIRLS JOURNEY 70 RUIN. 


Unaware of the Naturé of Their Des- 
tination, Victims Travel toe Prince 
Albert, Canada, with Their Ex-. 
penses Paid and Plenty of Money 
Supplied ‘for Spending Purposes 
Authorities Asked te Stop Outrage 
—Police Were Asked to Help. 


Ten young girls from Chicago are on thelr 
way to Prince Albert, Canada, in the charge 
of an unscrupulous woman from the Twen- 
ty-second street district. They believe that 
they are to be entertained by her at her 
summer home. They suppose that she is 
a woman of refinement and respectability. 
Some have been promised employment at 
extravagant wages. 

In reality they are being taken to a Cana-. 
dian town where the proportion of men to 
women is 1,000 to 1. 

The girls, most of whom are in their 
teens, have been recruited from variougarts 
of the city. Their railroad fare amounting 
to $48 has been paid. 
been provided with wardrobes. They have 
been well supplied with spending money. 


Girls Are Unsophisticated. 


Charlies R. Svinning, 5844 La Salle street, 
whose family is acquainted with one of the 
girls, said that she was entirely unsophisti- 
cated and. belMeved that the woman was a 
real friend, who desired to give her a brief 
season at a pleasure resort. 

Mr. Svinning laid the matter before the 
Englewood police, who promised to take the 
matter up. At the same time he sent the 
following letter to the postmaster at Prince 
Albert: 

Dear Sir: Please notify the authorities that a 
woman left Chicago Thursday night with ten giris 
They believe they are going to & summer resort as 
her guests, but the fact is a resort is to be opened 
at Prince Albert and they are itmended for this. 

A few of the girle may know where they are 
going, but others are perfectly iInnocem. Al! their 
clothes have been furnished them and their ex- 
penges are paid In eddition they have been sup- 
plied with spending money. They will arrive at 
Prince Albert on Monday. 

For the sake of humanity please give this matter 
your immediate attention. I will gladly give any 
information that I can to the proper authorities. 
The name of the woman who has charge of the 
party I do not know, but two of the girls are Minnie 
Thomas and Ella Brandberg. Reepectfully,

Tries to Rescue Girls. 


“T have no interest In the matter,” said 
Mr. Svinning, “except to rescue these young 
girls from the clutches of a woman who is 
taking them to a life of slavery in the min- 
ing camps. Some of them have been prom- 
ised employment at $15 a week. The au- 
thorities at Prince Albert surely will not 
permit such a thing now that their attention 
has been called to it.”’ 

Other residents of the neighborhood occu- 
pied by Mr. Svinning, where some of the girls 
have been employed either as domestics, din- 
ing room girls or cashiers in restaurants, are 
quite as much exercised over the matter as he 
is, One of them showed the following letter 
written by one of the girls as an indication of 
her unsophisticated nature: 

Dear Friend: Well, here we are in St. Paul and
